A team of surgeons was at- 


tempting to remove a calcium 
deposit from her brain. The oper- 
ation was scheduled to last seven 
hours. She died when it was two- 
thirds completed. 


The operation hadn't worried 


the brave little girl, whose only 
request had been to get "lots of 
cards" to fill her scrapbook. 


She got plenty of them. During 


her two-week stay in the hospital, 
newspaper readers and radio lis- 
teners sent her more than 8.000 
cards. Several thousand other 
cards were sent to her Lewjston 
home. 


Doctors said the operation was 


a necessity. They told her parents 
death could come at any time 
without the operation. Had the 
operation been successful, Mar- 
jorie would have been blind in 
one eye and partially paralyzed.

229 INOCULATED 
IN LITTLESTOWN 


FOR SECOND TIME 


With 229 pupils inoculated this 


morning at Littles-town, the number 
of Adams County elementary school 
children who have received their 
second "shots" of Salk vaccine is 
now 1,622. 


Dr. C. G. Crist, Adams County 


medical examiner, who is In charge 
of arrangements for the inoculation, 
said that the number is running 
slightly lower than the number who 
received the first "shot" last spring. 
However, "call backs" are made 
to give the injection to more than 
100 youngsters who are ill at the 
present time. 


At Pairfield, where 96 received 


the second inoculation against polio, 
the number was unusually low be- 
cause of many cases of mumps in 
the Fairfield area schools. 


Some Deferred 


Sniffles, temperatures, and similar 


minor complaints barred a number 
of others, in all of the schools, from 
receiving the shots along with their 
classmates. Dr. Crist said it is ex- 
pected that those who were de- 
ferred because of illness will receive 
the shots in "about two weeks," after 
they have recovered. 


At Gettysburg, Wednesday, 494 


were inoculated. 560 received the 
shot in the spring. Part of that 
loss was caused by illnesses, part 
by the moving away of children who 
received their first shots and their 
replacement by youngsters who had 
no proof that they had been pre- 
viously inoculated. Only those who 
were given the first shot are re- 
ceiving the second inoculation. 


Friday the inoculations will take 


place at East Berlin and on Mon- 
day the "shots" will be given at 
York Springs. At New Oxford earlier 
;his week 225 were inoculated, afc 
Biglerville, 225, and at McSherrys- 
town, 353.

Split Decision — ? 


The collector went back to 


Blink's side of the ring, card in 
hand, for a hurried consultation. 
The ring announcer then said: 


"Judge Purcell, 143 for Smith, 


139 for Carter. Judge Blink, 140 for 
Smith, 140 for Carter. Judge Niet- 
schze, 143 for Smith, 135 for Car- 
ter." 


That made Smith the winner on 


a split decision. 


Ten minutes later Commissioner 


Cam told newsmen he had re- 
checked the cards and found that 
Blink's added up to 143 for Smith, 
139 for Carter, and that the deci- 
sion was unanfmous. 


But Blink, who at 70-odd Is the

"It is also significant that 


what our people freely produce 
is not only huge in quantity but 
it is widely distributed to bring 
rising 
standards 
of 
living. 


Forced labor can, of course, be 
made to produce some conspicu- 
ous results. The world is dotted 
with monuments of past despot- 
isms, ana some new ones are be- 
ing bvalt today. But admira- 
tion of such feats should not 
submerge pity for the human 
misery v.-hich they cost. Our 
duty and opportunity is to offer 
the world the example of an 
economy which, as a matter of 
free choice, produces vastly and 
distributes fairly." 


* • • 


"We have power out of pro- 


ductivity; a part is set aside to 
make sure that the treasure 
house of freedom will not be pil- 
laged. We do not like to divert 
human effort to nonproductive 
purposes, and it requires a 
strong sense of duty to apply, as 
•we are doing, more than a tenth 
of all we produce to national 
defense. 
Our 
government 
is 


striving to bring about condi- 
tions which might safely enable 
us to reduce this nonproductive 
diversion. 
* * * 


••We do not, however, intend 


to be reckless in this respect. 
We had to build hastily the 
military establishment we need- 
ed in World War I; and then we 


ecrap]>ed it. Then, with the 
coming of World War II, we 
built 
up 
what became 
the 


world'r. military establishment; 
and r.saln 
we scrapped 
it. 


Then, v/lien the Korean war 
came, we had to bnild the third 
time. This time we do not pro- 
pose to disarm ourselves unless 
we can be sure that others are 
doing the same." 
* • • 


"We have 
principles. Our 


productivity and our power do 
not rnttlo haphazardly about 
the world. They are harnessed 
to 
basic 
moral 
principles. 


Thero is a school of thought 
which c'aims that morality and 
foreign policy do not mix. That 
never has been, is not, and I 
pray never will be. the Ameri- 
can ideal. Diplomacy which is 
divorced 
from 
morality also 


divorces the government trom 
the people. Our people can un- 
derstand, and will support, poli- 
ces which car. be explained and 
understood in moral terms. But 
policies based on carefully cal- 
culated expediency could never 
be explained. 


"As an example of the prin- 


ciples to which we adhere, I cite 
the principle that military force 
should not be used aggressively 
to acnievo national goals. Re- 
cently, we were gravely provoked 
by the 
Chinese Communists. 


who retained and imprisoned 15 
of our flyers'in violation of the 
Korean 
armistice 
agreement. 


We had the power to take 
prompt and overwhelming re- 
prisals. We did not do so. but 
relied noon the United Nations 
to bring moral pressures into 
play. Now all 15 are free and 
home. We hope that the Chi- 
nese Communists will accept for 
themselves this 'renunciation of 
force' 
principle. 
Until now, 


they have largely lived by the 
sword. But perhaps they are 
now beginning to see that per- 
sistence in the use of force will 


surely trlng disaster. 


"Sonic other i.utions would, at 


times, prefer it if the United 
States -vouKl deviate from basic 
principles to help them meet 
their Immediate problems. If 
we do not do so, they may tem- 
porarily turn away. But under- 
neath such surface dissatisfac- 
tions Jits, I feel, a sense of re- 
spect for the United States be- 
cause we at least try to live by 
principle. Certainly that Is es- 
sential to our own sense of self- 
respect." 


"We have partnership. Mod- 


ern developments in the field of 
communications 
have 
drawn 


nations physically together so 
that, ns never before, what con- 
cerns one concerns many. It 
was alwj-ys wrong to operate in 
the basis of 'each for himself 
and the devil take the hind- 
most. ' Now it is also stupid.

limited Howeier many weie made 
by Andreas, for example, only four 
mre known to survne todav, the one 
just brought by Primrose from Rem- 
bert Wurhtzer, of New York- one 
owned in Boston; one in New Haven, 
and the other in Italy. 


Knowledge Sketchy 


Wurlitzer says, "We don't know 


how many violins and violas were 
made by the great Stradivarius 
Amati, the members of the Guar- 
neriu* family, the Brescians; they 
dtn't keep production records But 
It is likely that from 40 to 50 per 
cent of their instruments have been 
lost either in fires or by some other 
accidents Or they have worn out " 


Primrose w-as out of town when 


he bought his new-old Guarnenus. 
But he remembered that he had 
»nce told me of a modern instru- 
ment he had found by a Ph ladel- 
phia maker, and he wrote me, to 
straighten it all out:
